L Statement of the Precise Relief Requested 

The patentee requests that the Director change the notice of term extension under 35 USC 
1 54(b) to 1 865 days. The USPTO noted only 1692 days in its determination of patent term 
adjustment mailed 9/18/2008. The difference of 173 days results from the omission of the time 
in excess of three years from live filing of the application (J une 1.9, 2000) until the fil ing of a 
request for continued examination (December 9 ; 2003).
